WASHINGTON, March 30 (AP) 
—Congress today rushed to 
President Elsenhower a bill cut- 
ting a broad range of excise 
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taxes by 8999, 000,000 a year — the 
first such general reduction in 
30 years. 

The Senate completed congres- 
‘sional action on the measure 
soon after the House passed it 
by a 395-1 vote. A conference 
tommittee from the two Houses 


‘finished the job of compromis- | 


ing Senate and House versions 
of the bill only yesterday. 

The count in the Senate was 
72 to 8. Both Houses voted by 


roll call. 

The reduction will take effect 
Thursday if President Eisen- 
hower signs thé bill tomorrow, 
as he is expected to do. Repub- 
lican leaders at the Capitol free- 
ly predicted the President would 
give his approval although the 
Administration has not been 
happy about the big loss of 
revenue. 

Has Little Choice 

However, Mr. Eisenhower has 
little choice because G.O.P. 
House leaders who originated 
the bill included in it extension 
of 1951 excise increases which 
will save $1,077,000,000 in the 
next year. That is more money 
than the cuts will cost. 

Automatic reductions of these 
taxes will take place Thursday 
unless the President acts to- 
morrow. 

Mr. Eisenhower counted on 
| extension of those levies in fig- 
| uring his budget for the new fi- 
naneial year starting July 1. 

But he did not figure on any 
excise cuts, Thus the net ef- 
feet is a one-billion-dollar boost 
in the $2,900,000,000 deficit. al- 
readv forecast by the President 
for the next year. 

Just before the House vote, 
Speaker Martin (Rep.), Massa- 
chusetts, told reporters he is 
confident President Eisenhower 
wil] sign the bill tomorrow.

LONDON, March 30 (AP)— 
Prime Minister Churchill today 
threw his support behind the 
United States hydrogen bomb 
tests in the Pacific and said 
American possession of the 
H-bomb “provides the greatest 
possible deterrent against the 
outbreak of a third world war.” 

Addressing a House of Com- 
mons deeply concerned over the 
threat to humanity from hydro- 
gen warfare, Churchill rejected 
Laborite demands that he try 


to halt further H-bomb tests. 
He said: 

“We should be doing a great 
disservice to the free world if 
we sought in any way to impede 
the progress of our American 


allies in building up their over- 
whelming strength in the weap- 
on which provides the greatest 
possible deterrent against the 
outbreak of a third world war.” 

He said there is no foundation 
for fears that the hydrogen tests 
would get out of control and 
cause widespread ‘injury or 
death in the Pacific. He as- 
sured the House United States 
authorities “will continue to 
take most rigorous precautions 
to minimize the risks involved” 
and rejected Laborite demands 
for international consultation on 
control over future tests. 

He said restrictions Imposed 
by United States law would 
make such contro] impracticable. 

“Even if this were not so, I 
should not myself be ready to 
propose it,” he said. “We have 
no power to stop this,

No Reason for Concern

WASHINGTON, March 30 
(AP) — Defense Secretary 
Charles E. Wilson today de- 
scribed the results of the recent 
hydrogen bomb tests as unbe- 
evable.“ 

At the same time, Chairman 
: ewis L. Strauss of the Atomic 
| Energy Commission said he saw 


no reason for concern over the 


unexpected force of the monster 
March 1 hydrogen explosion. 

Strauss, just back from the 
Pacific atomic testing grounds, 
made the statement to reporters 
at the White House after con- 
ferring with President Eisen- 
hower for an hour. 

The AEC chairman gave the 
President an eyewitness account 
of the latest hydrogen explosion 


in the Pacific area, touched off 
last Friday, and also reported 
on the shattering March 1 blast. 

“Is there any reason for con- 
cern over the unexpected force 
of the first (March 1) test?” a 
reporter asked him. 

„J haven't any,” Strauss re- 
plied. 

A member of Congress has 
suggested that that explosion got 
out of control. The President 
himself told a press conference 
last week that something must 
have happened at the March 1 
| test that surprised and aston- 
‘ished the scientists who con- 
| ducted it. 

Witnessed Blast Friday. 
Strauss ‘witnessed the hydro- 
zen explosion which the AEC 
announced last night was 
touched off last Friday. He was 
not on hand for the March 1 ex. 
plosion, but presumably — a 
detailed report on it while he 
was in the Pacific testing area. 

To a barrage of questions 
about the nature of his report to 
Eisenhower, Strauss replied: 

“I won't have anything further 
to say now.” He declined to 
amplify that statement. He‘also 
declined to say whether Mr 
Eisenhow

‘UNITED ACTION 
Expected to Ask What 
Course U.S. Favors 
Against Reds. in 
Southeast Asia. 
WASHINGTON, March 30 
(AP) — Five ambassadors ar- 
ranged to call on Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles today, 
and there were indications of an 
intense desire for more infor- 


mation on what “united action” 
the United States favors to pre- 


southeast Asia. Diplomats rep- 
resenting Britain, Italy, India, 
New Zealand and the Philippines 
had separate appointments. 

In a speech last night Dulles 
warned of “grave danger” to the 
free world if Indochina and 
other southeast Asia nations fell 
under Communist control. To 
prevent this, he said, “united 
action” by freedom-loving na- 
tions was needed, but he did not 
spell this out. 

British and French diplomats 
said they had no idea what spe- 
cific “united action” Dulles had 
in mind. Dulles has not briefed 
anyone on this yet, they said. 

The British Ambassador, Sir 
Roger Makins, undoubtedly was 
ready to talk over the matter. 
A Foreign Office spokesman in 
London said talks in the “usual 
way” undoubtedly would be 
held. . 

A New Zealand Embassy 
spokesman said it was likely 
Ambassador Leslie Munro would 
discuss Dulles's speech even 
though the appointment was 
made several days ago. 

It seemed probable it also 
would be brought up by Italian 
Ambassador Alberto Tarchiani, 
Philippine Ambassador Carlos 
Romulo and Indian Ambassador 
J. L. Mehta. 

Senator Knowland of Cali- 
fornia, the Republican floor 
leader, expressed pleasure over 
Dulles’s speech. Knowland, who 
has cautioned against a “Far 
Eastern Munich,” told reporters 
Dulles outlined a “flexible” plan 
whose details would depend on 
developments. He said, for in- 
stance, that there might be 
united action by this country, 
Australia and New Zealand in 
one set of circumstances, and 
with Korea and Nationalist 
China in another.

It interpreted Dulles’s speech as 
ruining French hopes that the 
United States would be prepared 
to offer much to China in return 
for helping quiet the Indochina 
war.

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UN EARNINGS TAX 
BILL AT HEARING 


Opposes Suggestion Part 
of Revenues Be Set 
Aside to Retire Bonds 
Issued for Civic Im- 
provements,

JEFFERSON CITY, March 
30— Proposals for further re- 
strictive amendments to the 
pending St. Louis earnings tax 
extension bill were flatly re- 
jected today by Mayor Raymond 
R. Tucker, who vigorously urged 
the Legislature to give St. Louis 
authority to continue the levy 


on a permanent basis and to 
permit the city to decide how 
the revenue should be spent. 

One of -the proposals sug- 
gested as the House Taxation 
and Revenue Committee opened 
hearings onthe Senate-approve 
tax renewal measure was tha 
the new earnings tax revenues 
be ear-marked in part for re- 
tirement of bonds issued to fi- 
nance civic improyements in St. 
Louis. 

Fears of Some Legislators. 

The plan was proposed by 
State Representative A. Clifford 
Jones (Rep.), St. Louis county, 
who told Mayor Tucker that 
many legislators fear that earn- 
ings tax funds will be used to 
increase salaries of city em- 
ployes and create new jobs, in- 
stead of being used to rebuild 
the city. 

Tucker declared he doubted 
the legality of such a proposal, 
pointing out that municipal 
bonds are secured: by all the 
real and personal property in 
the city, and that the law re- 
quires that sufficient ad valorem 
taxes be levied to meet bond 
principal and interest payments. 
* In further answer, the Mayor 
pointed out that St. Louis’s 
financial difficulties do not stem 
from inadequate bond retire- 
ment funds, but from the lack 
of sufficient general operating 
revenues. 

At the conclusion of the 
three-hour hearing, Committee 
Chairman H. F. Holland (Reg.), 
Worth county, announced that 
opponents of the measure will 
be heard at 10 a.m. tomorrow. 
He said he hoped his committee 
will report the bill later tomor- 
row, so it will be ready for 
House action Thursday. 

Jones, who was one of the 
attorneys for members of Local 
688, AFL Teamsters Union in 
St. Louis, who unsuccessfully 
attacked the constitutionality of 
the present earnings tax in a 
test case, said he thought St. 
Louis is in dire need of a civic 
rehabilitation. 

But Jones said he did not 
think earnings tax funds should 
be used for pay increases or to 
create new city jobs until bonds 
had been authorized to 
about needed improvements. 
Opposes Another Amendment. 
He asked the Mayor if he 
would object to another amend- 
ment providing that the tax 
would be automatically voided 
if the city increased salaries or 
established new jobs before 
$100,000,000 civic betterment 
bonds had been issued. 

“I certainly would,“ Tucker 
replied. “It would be taking all 
discretion away from our Board 
of Aldermen. It would further 
remove home rule for St. Louis.” 

The Mayor also pointed out 
that the salaries of employes in 
city offices are not controlled by 
him, but by the St. Louis Civil 
Service Commission. He ex- 
plained that the commission 
initiates the city pay plan, which 
must be approved or rejected by 
the Board of Aldermen in the 
form it is presented by the com- 
mission. 

Mayor’s Vete Power. 

The St. Louis county legisla- 
tor, pointing out that the Mayor 
has the power to veto such pay 
plans, asked Tucker if he would 
give the House his “personal as- 
surance” that no city salaries 
would be raised and no new jobs 
created until the civic improve- 
ment bonds had been authorized. 

“It would be unwise for me to 
make a promise of that kind,” 
the Mayor answered. “As you 
may have seen, the aldermen 
have the power to override my

Referring to the recent strike 
of St. Louis city electricians, 
Jones wanted to know whether 
the city during its. settlement 
negotiations had agreed to in- 
crease salaries if the new earn- 
ings tax bill was passed by the 
Legislature. 

“No such promise was made,” 
Tucker replied with emphasis. 

The Mayor; returning to the 
earmarking proposal, said he 
doubted that such an amend- 
ment would be legal for another 
reason. He pointed out that 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly had 
called on the special session of 
the assembly. to consider an 
earnings tax.“for general reve- 
nue purposes” and not for bond 
retirement payments. 

Under the state constitution, 
the Legislature may consider in 
special session only those sub- 
jects specially submitted by the 
Governor in his official call. 

Earmarking Police Costs. 

Tucker, however, said he 
would have no objection if the 
earnings tax revenues were ear- 
marked for payment of the costs 
of operating the St. Louis police 
department, which would be a 
general revenue purpose. 

The police department is un- 
der state control. The salaries 
of police officers and other em- 
ployes are fixed by state law, 
but St. Louis must pay the bill. 
The present cost of the depart- 
ment is about $9,500,000 a year, 
or about $1.500.000 in excess of 
the annual amount obtained 
from the earnings tax. 

Mayor’s Opening Statement. 


In his opening statement to 
the House committee, Tucker 
warned that St. Louis “can not 
limp along forever on temporary 
measures,” but requires an hon- 
est, effective and permanent so- 
lution to its long-standing fi- 
nancial ills.” 

He made a strong plea for 
elimination of a Senate amend- 
ment limiting the life of pro- 
posed new tax to three years. 

With the city’s present 38. 
,000,000-a-year earnings tax ex- 
piring Thursday, Tucker de- 
clared that it is essential to the 
future welfare of St. Louis that 
this vital source of municipal 
operating revenue be renewed 
on a permanent basis. 

The Mayor continued his fight 
for a permanent levy in the face

one year. The House is expected 
to act on the city’s vital revenue 
measure later this week. 

Fear that the House might ap- 
prove an even shorter time limi- 
tation increased late yesterday 
when the Taxation and Revenue 
Committee recommended for 
passage a bill calling for a legis- 
lative study of St. Louis’s mu- 
nicipal government and its need 
for a permanent earnings tax. 

The proposed study, which 
would duplicate two similar ex- 
haustive surveys conducted in 
recent years, is likely to be use 
as an argument against 4 per- 
manent earnings tax. Opponents 
of the tax are expected to con- 
tend that the levy should be 
continued for only a short time 
until the legislative inquiry is 
complete. 

Warns of Delays. 

But Mayor Tucker deciered to- 
day that unless the earnings tax 
is renewed on a permanent basis, 
solution of the city’s fiscal prob- 
lems will be again postponed in- 
definitely. 

“Meanwhile,” he said, “the 
city’s hands would be tied. We 
would be unable to engage in 
any long-range planning for mu- 
nicipal services and for mainte- 
nance and repair of existing fa- 
cilities. Our hopes for a large 
bond issue to finance civic im- 


permits a rate up to 1 per cent 
if the board decided exemptions 
should be allowed.

Charles E. Albanese, presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen, 
prefaced his testimony with the 
statement, “I am the Republi- 
can member of the city’s board 
of estimate and apportionment.” 

He told the committee that 
inflation of the last few years 
has been such that the city’s 
annual budget might well be 
$60,000,000 instead of $47,500,- 
000 “if we had not constantly 
cut it here, there and some- 
where else.”

One Guiding Principle. 
Before the commission began 

its deliberations I said to its 
members, “I commend to you 
an attitude both realistie and 
bold. Above all, I urge you to 
follow one guiding principle: 
What is best in the national in- 
terest.” 

The national interest in the 
field of foreign economic poli- 
cy is clear. It is to obtain, in 
a manner that is consistent 
with our national security and 
profitable and equitable for 
all, the highest possible level 
of trade and the. most effi- 
client use of capital and re- 
sources. That this would alse 
strengthen our military allies 
adds urgency. Their strength 
is of critical importance to the 
security of our country. 

Great mutual advantages to 
buyer and seller, to producer 
and consumer, to investor and to 
the community where invest- 
ment is made, accrue from high 
levels of trade and investment. 
They accrue no less in trade 
from nation to nation than in 
trade from community to com- 
munity within a single country. 
The internal strength of the 
American economy has evolved 
from such a system of mutual 
advantage. 


Toll of Depression, Wars. 

In the press of other prob- 
lems and in.the haste to meet 
emergencies, this nation—and 
many other nations of the free 
world—have all too often lost 
sight of this central fact. World- 
wide depression and wars, infla- 
tion and resultant economic dis- 
locations, have left a sorry 
heritage: a patchwork of tem- 
porary expedients and a host of 
restrictions, rigidities, interfer- 
ences and barriers which seri- 
ously inhibit the expansion of 
international trade. Thus are 
impeded the very forces which 
make for increased production, 
employment and incomes. 

tasks of repairing the 
physical damage caused by the 
catastrophe of war have been 
substantially achieved. The cre- 
ation of an adequate system of 
defense for the free world is 
well advanced. Most of the 
countries which suffered the 
ravages of war have re- 
markable headway toward finan- 
cial stability and increased pro-

No Across-the-Board Cuts.

Randall Holds ‘Seminar.’ 

As an education document to 
stimulate interest in the need 
for lowering trade and currency 
barriers, the message was hot 
impressive, Randall held a 
“seminar” yesterday to brief re- 
porters on its contents but to 
almost every question he de- 
clined to go beyond the Presi- 
dent’s words or to give exam- 
ples of what the recommenda- 
tions were intended to do. 

Randall said that the message 
had the full approval of the 
President and the Cabinet and 
he announced with pride that 
the recommendations had had 
the unanimous approval of the 
seven presidential appointees on 
the Economic Policy Commis- 
sion.

Three General Dissenters. 

The general dissenters were 
only three but their combined 
influence in Congress outweighs 
the legislative influence of all 
the other members. They were 
Chairman Daniel A. Reed of 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee, which will handle 
most of the proposed legislation; 
Richard M. Simpson of Penn- 
sylvania, a high-ranking member 
of this committee, and Chairman 
Eugene D. Millikin of the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee, which 
will take over after the House 
has acted on it. 


Reed and Simpson are high 
tariff zealots and Millikin. is 
lukewarm when he is not cold to 
changes in the present law.

HOUSE GIVES FINAL APPROVAL 
TO AIR FORCE ACADEMY BILL

Over? 


A respectable case can be made that the 1953-54 busi- 
ness readjustment may be about over. To be sure, 
industrial production has ebbed 12 per cent since last 
summer, and some cities and industries are feeling the 
unpleasant after-effects of that decline. But in the 
economy as a whole, production appears to be leveling 
and should soon rise. Steel use, for example, is now 
outrunning production by 15 per cent. As CEA Chair- 
man Arthur Burns recently observed, “‘a foundation is 
being laid for a new economic advance.” 


For waar the U. S. has been experiencing to date, 


Burns and most other economists agree, has been 
primarily an inventory readjustment; the most clucked- 
over inventory readjustment in history, perhaps, but 
an unclogging of the nation’s supply pipelines never- 
theless. The turnabout from inventory building to 
inventory reduction has cut demand for goods by $14 


billion a year while final purchases” have dropped 


less than half that much. 


Waar complicates ‘matters, of course, is that the 
nation has also been readjusting from a part-war to a 
peace economy. In most discussions of this larger tran- 
sition, however, two immensely important facts have 
had leas attention than they deserve. The first is that 
consumers have remained remarkably unperturbed by 
all the glooming and brooding about the economic 
outlook. Savings have risen slightly, but only because 
people have been paying off debts (and getting in shape 
for a new round of credit buying). 


Wane the politicians and pundits have been arguing 
whether we are in a “ “se ” or 
“readjustment,” the consumer has been blithely treat- 


ing the present for what it is, a period of unusual pros- 


perity. Although sales of specific items such as cars and 
appliances have sagged sufficiently to make news (both 
have picked up recently), last month Americans were 
earning and, in the aggregate, spending just about as 
much as in the record year 1953. ö 


P soon Sect that is frequently overlooked is that 
most consumers have never had it so good. Consumer 


* 
* 
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prices have not changed appreciably for more than two 
years now. Price stability for that long in a time of 
rising wages and incomes is unprecedented. It even 
connotes a sort of economic millennium. For price- 
stability with rising wages has meant a rise in the 
“real” standard of living for millions of Americans and 
a respite from the corrosive effect of inflation for those 
living on fixed incomes. With prices right and con- 
sumers buying, it might well be asked what all the 
shooting is about, 


Uneurrovumnr, of course, is the answer. The March 
figures, when announced, conceivably may record a 
further rise in joblessness. And Dwight Eisenhower, in 
effect, promised to take remedial“ action if any sub- 
stantial rise occurred in March. But there is one fact 
about the present unemployment situation worth not- 
ing. The present range of 3,400,000 to 3,700,000 unem- 
ployed is remarkably low for a year of business decline. 
In the 1949-50 recession the work force was smaller 
and unemployment rose considerably higher—i.e., to 
4,700,000. 


Ir THE government provides a salubrious business 


climate (it has already provided ample money and 


credit), the nation’s long-term readjustment from war 
to peace may be accomplished as expeditiously and 
with as little relative discomfort as has been the current 
inventory cleanup. For the business community, no 
less than the consuming public, seems remarkably 
confident about the future. As Sears, Roebuck’s retir- 
ing chairman, General Robert E. Wood, remarked, 


“The people of this country couldn't talk themselves 


into a depression if they tried.” 


A GOOD many business executives apparently agree 
with General Wood. Despite all the recession talk, a 
substantial number have announced impressive expan- 
sion programs. According to the F. W. Dodge reports, 
in fact, new construction awards rose to an all-time 
high for the first two months of the year, and non- 
residential construction awards were up 21 per cent 
from a year ago. General Motors’ billion-dollar pledge 
of faith in the economy and in its own ability to expand 


° 
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sales beyond the $10-billion level naturally made the 
biggest headlines. 


Bur nE were other sizable corporate bets being 
placed on continued industrial growth and prosperity. 
General Electric planned to spend $160 million on ex- 
pansion in 1954 and a like amount in 1955; Standard 
Oil of Indiana earmarked half a billion dollars for 
expansion in the next two years; Standard of California 
mapped a $275-million expansion and drilling program 
for 1954. The Bell System companies will lay out $1.4 
billion; the electric utilities $3 billion as compared with 
$2.8 billion last year. Steel firms, despite all the fore- 
bodings of the Cassandras, plan to invest another 
three-quarters of a billion dollars in modernization and 
added capacity in 1954. 


Bosmessmen do not invest such large sums in ex- 
pansion unless they expect their sales to increase. Nor 
do they commit such sums if they believe new plant 
is going to become much cheaper than it is today. And 
consumers do not keep spending as freely as they have 
been if they expect their incomes or prices to drop 
substantially. Thus, by their actions to date, both 
businessmen and consumers have demonstrated con- 
siderably steadier nerves than have the political and 
professional pundits. 


Ano ruts raises an interesting question for the “ex- 
perts” to ponder in their contemplation of the economic 
outlook. When there is such widespread confidence in 
the long-term prospects for prosperity, can any read- 


justment possibly get very bad? The fact that neither 


businessmen nor consumers appear perturbed about 


‘the outlook for next year or the year after is probably 


the best assurance that this “recession” year will turn 
out to be the second best in the nation’s history, and 
that the present inventory readjustment, if not already 
completed, soon will be.

The Greater Risk 


It is no exaggeration to say that Secretary 
Dulles has now made what is potentially the 
most important utterance thus far on behalf of 
the Eisenhower Administration. 

Since the Secretary of State chose his words 
carefully in addressing the nation through the 
forum of the Overseas Press Club in New York, 
the best interpretation is in what Mr. Dulles 
himself said. 

Referring to the critical state of the Indo- 
chinese war, President Eisenhowers ranking 
Cabinet officer spoke as follows: 


Under the conditions of today, the impo- 
sition on Southeast Asia of the political 
system of Communist Russia and its Chi- 
nese Communist ally, by whatever means, 
would be a grave threat to the whole free 
community. 


The United States feels that that possibil- 
ity should not be passively accepted, but 
should be met by united action. 


This might involve serious risks. But 
these risks are far less than those that will 
face us a few years from now, if we dare not 
be resolute today. 


These words are guafded yet their meaning 
is perfectly plain: The policy of the Eisenhower 
Administration is that Southeast Asia, starting 
with Indochina, cannot fall to the Communists 
without imposing a grave threat to the free 
world, including the United States. Consequent- 
ly the United States Government calls for 
„united action” to meet this threat. 

“United action“ is not defined in detail. But 
since France has teen involved in the draining 
struggle for nearly eight years and since the 
United States now is largely financing and 
sustaining the French side with equipment and 
supplies, “united action” can only mean that 
Washington wants other free nations, including 
Great Britain, to join in the effort. 

— „ * 

All this is a risk, but the greater risk for the 
future is to allow a Communist victory at the 
Indochinese gateway to Burma, Thailand and 
India. 

Although there is much more in the Dulles 
address, this is its main commitment. Next in 
importance is what the Secretary of State has 
to say about Red China. He—and this means 
President Eisenhower as well—is.against either 
recognition of Communist China by the United 
States or admission of the Peiping government 
to the U.N. 

He states the case against recognition in terms 
of the “hatred” of the Red Chinese regime for 
the United States. As for admission to the U.N., 
he cites the continuing aggressions of the Chi- 
nese Communists as proof that they do not 
belong in an organization of “peace-loving” 
states. 

There will be time later to analyze this stand 
in detail and to attempt to determine its prob- 
able consequences. Now it is enough to say 
that this is Washington’s unequivocal position 
and the basis on which this country will go to 
the Geneva peace conference. 

* * * 

The address contained one very significant 
G.O.P. “new look —the new look at Yalta. 
This time the Yalta conference of 1945 was not 
described as a deliberate sellout of the interests 
of the free world, including the United States, 
by the Roosevelt Administration. Yalta was not 
again held up to public shame as evidence of 
how the Democratic Administration was infil- 
trated by Communists who betrayed American 
interests to Moscow. shah 

On the contrary, Mr. Dulles based the partici- 
pation of the United States in the Yalta agree- 
ment on the Soviet acceptance of the principle 
that liberated European peoples would have the 
right “to choose the form of government under 
which they will live,” as determined by “free 
and unfettered elections.“ What was wrong, in 
Mr. Dulles’s own words, was the subsequent 
demonstration that “those promises we received 
were vain.” 

The Truman Administration stood for liberty 
in Korea and the free world followed its lead. 
The Eisenhower Administration is taking its 
stand for liberty in Indochina and to make that 
stand effective it asks renewed support from free 
nations. It could do no less.

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Help for Bi-State 

Gov. Donnelly is to be commended for reap- 
pointing Leif J, Sverdrup of St. Louis to the 
Missouri-Illinoig BiState Development Agency.

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New Critic of Health Plan 


When the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce sent the president of a private health in- 
surance firm before the House Commerce Com- 
mittee to object to President Eisenhower's health 
insurance plan, its voice became that of a special 
interest group rather than of American business 
in general. : * 

The Chamber’s spokesman, Edward J. Faulk- 
ner of Lincoln, Nebr., raised the old bogey of 
“socialized medicine,” saying the Eisenhower 
proposal was a first step toward that goal. Be- 
yond that, he said the plan implied regulations 
which would “inhibit the keen competition among 
private firms” and “would add nothing to the 
present expanding and successful system” of 
voluntary health insurance. 

Mr. Eisenhower himself has repudiated “‘so- 
cialized medicine.“ His plan and most other pro- 
posals in this field have very carefully avoided 
interference between doctor and patient or rules 
for medical practice. They are insurance plans 
concerned with the payment of medical bills. 
None came closer to medical practice than the 
private insurance companies do when they say 
how much they will pay for a specified operation 
or how long they will pay a policy-holder’s hos- 
pital bill, 

President Eisenhower wants to supplement 
such private protection so that individuals and 
families may meet the cost of catastrophic ill- 
ness. Despite Mr. Faulkner’s boast of expansion 
and success, very few Americans now are in- 
sured against that disaster. Government health 
reinsurance should meet their need. It would 
destroy competition between insurance com- 
panies just about as much as the Federal De- 
posit Insurance Corporation has killed compe- 
tition between private banks. 

True, the President made his proposal in broad 
terms, and the $25,000,000 he suggested as a 
starter for the health fund seems inadequate. 
But it is up to Congress to hammer out details 

Those in the health insurance field could be 
helpful in framing specific legislation. All-out 
opposition, however, will disappoint the public 
and generate new pressure for an all-Govern- 
ment program, instead t a back-stop for private 
enterprise. .

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Curfew for Juveniles 

Nearly 15 per cent of the juveniles arrested 
in St. Louis are picked up between midnight 
and 5 a.m., a period when no boy or girl under 
17 has any business on the streets. This is an 
astounding statistic as well as a reflection of 
sadly inadequate: parental restraints. It is also 
a police problem. 

That is why the curfew bill now awaiting 
Mayor Tucker's signature fills an urgent 
community need. It will help keep young people 
off the streets and out of trouble after 11 
o'clock, except on Fridays and Saturdays when 
the deadline will be midnight. They will be 
warned the first time they break curfew; a sec- 
ond infraction would make their parents or 
guardian liable to a fine of up to $500. 

Whether the measure is the best that could be 
drawn remains to be seen, but it certainly is a 
step in the right direction. As Alderman Clinton 
Watson observed in the aldermanic debate pre- 
ceding passage: “No one wants to regulate some- 
one else’s life, but there are children roaming 
the streets at night, forming gangs and showing 
no respect for the rights and property of others.” 
The time has come te put an end to that sort of

Chicagoans have a new downtown redevelop- 
ment prop6sal to think about, and jt is a breath- 
taking one in several respects. The plan is to 
build $400,000,000 worth of new buildings in a 
warehouse and near-slum area just north of the 
city’s famous Loop. A city campus for the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, a Government center, private 
office buildings and skyscraper apartments would 
be created on 151 acres of the near North Side. 


Not the least remarkable aspect of the plan is 
that it has the hearty support of some of Chica- 
go’s most important downtown business men. In 
short, it is not a mere architect's dream. It is a 
blueprint for action which in one form or an- 
other, wholly or in part, has an excellent chance 
of being realized. Chicago already has a vast re- 
development project under way south of the 
Loop. The dirt is actually flying there, just as it 
is in the building of a great modern expressway 
system for Chicago, 

And St. Louis? As other cities mark new 
milestones in redevelopment planning — and 
scarcely a week goes by without some such news 
—the St. Louisan must look with dismay on the 
snail-like progress here.

Between Book Ends 


Tropical Main Street 


AMAZON TOWN, A STUDY OF MAN IN THE 
cnr by Chas. Wagley. {Macmillan, 304 pos., 


On the south bank of the Amazon, 
about 1000 miles inland from the delta, 
stands the town of Ita. Its 500 people, 
who are growers and processors of mani- 
oc, collectors of rubber and other forest 
products, traders and storekeepers, are 
the subjects of Dr. Wagley’s anthropo- 
logical investigation of life in the de- 
pressed Amazon valley. The study is an 
excellent illustration of the scientific 
method as applied to the problems of 
society, and it is as such that it will 
perhaps be most interesting to the non- 
specialist. 

Dr. Wagley, who {is a professor of an- 
thropology at Columbia University, 
spent a summer with three co-workers 
at Ita, making “case studies of 113 fam- 
ilies, which covered details of their 
diet, expenditures, income, personal pos- 
sessions.” How richly detailed these 
studies were is shown in the chapters 
devoted to ways of making a living, to 
family affairs and social relations and 
to worship and play. An important sec- 
tion describes the maze of superstition 
in which every Amazonian native is en- 
tangled, and which creates considerable 
resistance to the introduction of mod- 
ern concepts of diet, sanitation, and 
medical treatment. 

Although the data are presented in 
terms of real people (with fictitious 
names), “Amazon Town” is essentially a 
dissection rather than a synthesis of 
life. The same people appear again and 
again, each time with little portions of 
their lives laid out to illustrate the 
problem in hand. So we learn that store- 
keeper Francisco Firmi has but 21 cus- 
tomers, that 10-year-old: Liberato must 
spend his time baby-sitting, that Dona 
Branquinha is a bit over-zealous in her 
church work. There are thousands of 
such neatly catalogued facts, readably 
presented to be sure, but nowhere ad- 
ding up to a sympathetic portrayal of 
even one human life. 

As a source book of information for 
those interested in promoting techno- 
logical developments in tropical Brazil, 
“Amazon Town” should e invalu- 
able. As a means of enlightening the 
general reader and promoting under- 
standing, however (the apparent pur- 
pose of presenting the ma in a 
handsome illustrated volume), book 
reveals the shortcomings of the scien- 
tific method as presently applied. The 
realm of the novelist is not threatened 
yet. Conjure up Shokolov’s magnificent 
Cossacks in the mind’s eye, or Rey- 
mont's memorable Poles, and Wagley s 
feebly animated statistics are lost in 
the blaze of light. 5

Just a Holding War in Indochina? 


WASHINGTON. 


HE BRITISH TOO have just been having a discussion about 

“the long haul” and “the new look” in military preparedness. 

These are subjects about which the British authorities are 
very well informed since, as it happens, they originated both 
conceptions and have led the way to their adoption in this coun- 
try and by the other NATO powers. 


After reading the report of 
their discussion in Parliament 
it seems to me more than ever 
pits that there is no serious 

spute of sub- , 
stance among ee 
informed and 
responsible men 
on either side 
of the ocean. 
There would 
have been no 
serious public 
dispute, and 
none of the 
anxious com- 
motion, but for 
the exaggera- 
tion of the lan- 
guage in which a rational devel- 
opment was blown up to sound 
as if there had been a spectacu- 
lar change in policy. 


Not Our Kind of War. 


It is not the nouns, so to 
speak, of the Eisenhower mili- 
tary policy but the politica] ad- 
jectives that have churned up 
the dispute. But for the adjec- 
tives used by Mr. Dulles in Jan- 
uary it would not have seemed 
so important to Mr. Stevenson 
to challenge them, or for Mr. 
Nixon to rush to the defense 
of the adjectives. 


Then we could have been 
spared the attacks by the Brit- 
ish opposition on the United 
States because we adopted the 
basic military ideas of the 
British. 


The hardest of our immediate 
military problems has figured 
very little in the debate. To 
be sure there have been critics 
to point out that you cannot win 
the war in Indochina by mas- 
sive retaliation with atomic 
bombs. But none of these critics 
has come forward with any plan 
for winning that war with the 
more conventional weapons. 


Limited Solution Only. 


The war in Indochina is, as a 
matter of fact, not the kind of 
war for which we have armed 
otirselves. Yet we have played 
an important part in that war; 
above and beyond the supplies 
and the money we have con- 
tributed. 


The threat of retaliation has 
thus far been an effective deter- 
rent against the open interven- 
tion of the Chinese army and it 
will, we may hope, be no less 
a deterrent against intervention 
of the Chinese Air Force. 


But while we are well armed 
against open intervention by 
the Chinese, it cannot be said 

hat we possess the kind of mili- 

ry power which could itself 
be counted upon to be decisive 
against the Viet Minh. 

This applies almost as much 
to the conventional weapons, 
which are also getting to be very 
new, as to the atomic weapons. 
They are désigned to maintain 
the balance of power among the 
great military powers, and not 
for a civil war fought by guer- 


— tactics in a primitive coun- 
ry. 
In respect to the war in Indo- 
china our power is rather like 
that which a giant can exert on 
a pygmy whom he can reach 
only with the tips of his fin- 
gers. That is why—when we ex- 
amine the matter—we find our- 
selves thinking seriously only of 
a limited, not of a total, military 
solution. 


An Orderly Withdrawal. 


Our objective then is to help 
the French to go on fighting 
long enough and hard enough to 
prove that they cannot be de- 
feated and driven into the sea. 

I do not see how anyone can 
quarrel with this objective. For 
no one can, I believe, promise 
a decisive victory even if we 
were willing, which we are not, 
to intervene all out ourselves, 
and thus to let a very large 
part of our forces become en- 
gaged in a war against the jun- 
ior partner of a junior partner 
of the Soviet Union. 

On the other hand, though 
the French will eventually have 
to withdraw from Indochina, 
they must not be driven out by 
Ho Chi Minh or made to sur- 
render. Their withdrawal must 
be based on an honorably nego- 
tiated settlement which can be 
guaranteed by all the great pow- 
ers. 

When the. withdrawal comes, 
it must be orderly, it must be 
done slowly and in phases, and 
only if and when and as the 
necessary conditions laid down 
in the treaty are observed and 
carried out. 


The Gibraltar Theory. 


The question which we and 
our partners in the Atlantic al- 
liance might well begin to ex- 
amine is whether a military 
strategy cannot be devised which 
is better adapted to this limited 
objective. 

It would be a strategy which 
recognized the reality, particu- 
larly the political reality, and 
was not designed for a total vic- 


ory. 

Could its military objective 

be to take a firm grip on a 
few strongholds — combining 
certain of the features of a 
Gibraltar and a Hong Kong— 
for the purpose of removing all 
doubt of the capacity of the 
French and the allies and their 
will to stay as long as may be 
necessary and desirable? 
It might be worth thinking 
about. From these strongholds 
there could radiate a continuing 
influence, which could include 
some trade, and they would be 
a means of denying to the Viet 
Minh the consolidation of its 
power. | 

Since the strongholds could 
be organized and defended from 
the sea, they might be built up 
into genuine positions of 
strength from which to negoti- 
ate, and to supervise the results 
of a political settlement if one 
can ever be negotiated.

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eall that the Chinese Communist 
regime became an aggressor in 
the latter part of 1950. Its 
armies invaded Korea and 
waged war against the United 
Nations Command. They con- 


tributed largely to the killing, 
wounding or losing in action of 
about 500,000 soldiers of the 
United Nations Command, in- 
cluding over 100,000 Americans. 


The United Nations General 
Assembly on Feb. 1, 1951, voted, 
44 to 7, that the Chinese Peo- 
ple’s Republic was guilty of ag- 
gression in Korea. It called upon 
it to withdraw its forces from 
Korea. But they still remain. 

It is true that the Chinese 
Communist command concluded 
a Korean armistice. But that was 
not a Chinese Communist good- 
will offering. It was something 
that the United Nations Com- 
mand won. The Communists 
signed only after desperate and 
bloody final efforts had failed to 
break the Allied line, and only 
after the United Nations Com- 
mand had made it apparent that 
conflict, if continued, would 
bring into jeopardy valuable 
Communist military and indus- 
trial assets in nearby Manchuria. 


The Chinese Communists’ con- 
tinuing lack of genuine will for 
peace is being demonstrated in 
Indochina. 


As one of the United Na- 
tions members who must pass 
on representation, we must 
ask “will it serve the interests 
of world order to bring into 
the United Nations a regime 
which is a convicted aggressor, 
which has not purged itself 
from that aggression, and 
which continues to promote 
the use of force in violation of 
the principles of the United 
Nations?” I can find only the 
answer “no,” 
FREE CHINA ON FORMOSA 

There is still another aspect 
of this China matter. We must 
not forget that the National 
Government of China continues 
to function in Formosa and mil- 
lions of free Chinese are gath- 
ered there under its jurisdiction. 
It has the loyalty of many more. 
They have been loyal friends 
and allies when, during World 
War II, we needed each other. 


Should the free. nations fa- 
cilitate and encourage the 


bloody liquidation by the Chi- 


nese Communists of these free 
Chinese on Formosa? To me 
that is unthinkable. 


EXPERIENCE WITH COMMU- 
NIST PROMISES 


Some say that the United 
States should recognize the Chi- 
nese Communist regime and 
welcome it to the United Na- 
tions, iA reliance of promises in 
relation to Korea and Indochina. 

The United States must judge 
that proposal on the basis of 
past experience. 


The United States agreed to 
recognize the Soviet regime in 
1933 relying on its promise, in 
the so-called Litvinov agree- 
ment, to avoid and prevent po- 
litical action from Russia against 
our political or social order. We 
performed and granted recogni- 
tion. But the promises we re- 
ceived were vain. 

At Yalta, in February 1945, 
Britain and the United States 
gave sanction to the fact of dom- 
inant Soviet influence in central 
Europe. They did so on the basis 
of a Soviet agreement that the 
peoples of liberated Europe 
would have the right to choose 
the form of government under 
which they will live,” and that 
in Poland there would be “free 


as possible.” But those promises 
we received were vain. 

There was also a Yalta agree- 
ment with reference to the Far 
East, The United States 
to obtain for the Soviet Union 
control of Port Arthur, Dairen 
and the Manchurian railroad. In 
exchange, the. Soviet Union 
promised to support the national 
government of China. This ar- 
rangement was consummated at 
Moscow in August 1945. Then 
the Soviet Government acquired 
from China the Manchurian as- 
sets that had been promised it. 
In return it gave a 30-year en- 
gagement “to render to China 
moral support and aid in mili- 
tary supplies and other material 
resources, such support and aid 
to be entirely given to the Na- 
tional Government as the cen- 
tral government of China.” 

Having gained what it wanted 
the Soviet Government then 
moved promptly to assist the 
Chinese Communist regime in its 
efforts to overthrow the National 
Government, It gave to the Chi- 
nese Communist forcés vast 
stocks of military supplies and 
other material resources which 
it had promised to give entirely 
to the National Government. 

In this matter again we gave 
performance. But the corre- 
sponding Communist promises 
proved vain. 

Our experience with Chinese 
Communist promises is limited 
beéause we have with them only 
one agreement. That is the Ko- 
rean armistice. The United Na- 
tions Command has reported that 
the Communists have violated it 
40 times. That only tells part of 
the story, for the basic violation 
is that the Swedish and Swiss 
members of the supervisory com- 
mission are denied any adequate 
opportunity to supervise the 
north and to detect Communist 
violations. 

The United States recog- 
nizes that few nations have a 
record which is not marred 
by some violations of agree- 
ments. Also, we recognize that 
nothing human is immutable. 
Surely, there is nothing vin- 
dictive or implacable about 
the American people. Indeed, 
few people are as ready as we 
to forgive and forget. But it 
would be reckless for us te 
ignore the events of recent 
years which have filled our 
archives with vain promises. 
We are not in the market for 
more. 

It is now the policy of the 
United States not to exchange 
United States performance for 
Communist promises. 

That United States position 
was made clear at the recent 
Berlin conference. There, by 
standing firm, I finally ob- 
tained the reluctant agreement 
by Mr. Molotov that the Geneva 
conference would not be a “Big 
Five conference” and that the 
invitation to Geneva would it- 
self specify that neither the in- 
vitation to, nor the holding of 
that conference, should be 
deemed to imply diplomatic 
recognition where it had not al- 
ready been accorded. 

The Chinese Communist 
regime has been invited only to 
discuss Korea and Indochina, 
where it is in fact a force of 
aggression which we cannot ig- 
nore. 
recognition from us by the fact 
of its presence at Geneva. I 
said at Berlin: “It is one thing 
to recognize evil as a fact. It is 
another thing to take evil to 
one’s breast and call it good.” 
That we shall not do.

will cease and desist. We shall 
not, however, be disposed to give 
Communist China what it wants 
from us, merely to buy’ its 
promises of future good behav- 
ior. 
Some, perhaps, would have it 
otherwise. But we dare not for- 
get that during the period when 
we accepted Communist promi- 
ses at their face value, and 
took for granted their peaceful 
intentions, the danger steadily 
grew. 
We can, I think, take a les- 
son from Dien Bien Phu. For 
some days there has seemed to 
be a lull. But in fact the danger 
has steadily mounted. The enemy 
sappers have never ceased their 
work. They have burrowed and 
tunneled to gain forward posi- 
tions so that the inner citadels 
can be subjected to mass as- 
sault from close positions. 
Today the Free World also 
feels a sense of lull. The danger 
of general war seems to have 
receded. I hope that that is so. 
If it is so, it is because the 
free nations saw the danger and 
moved unitedly, with courage 
and decision, to meet it. 


There is, however, no reason 
for assuming that the danger has 
permanently passed. There is 
nothing to prove that the Soviet 
Communist rulers accept peace 
as permanent, if permanent 
peace would block their ambi- 
tions. They continue unceasingly 
to burrow and tunnel to advance 
their positions against the cita- 
dels of freedom. 


In Europe, Soviet Russia holds 
its grip on Eastern Germany and 
Austria and maneuvers reckless- 
ly to prevent reconciliation be- 
tween France and Germany. In 
Asia, the whole area from 
Japan and Korea to southeast 
Asia is troubled by Communist 
efforts at penetration. 


As against such efforts, there 
is only one defense—eternal vig- 
ilance, sound policies and high 
courage. 


The United States is a member 
of a goodly company who in the 
past have stood togther in the 
face of great peril and have 
overcome it. If we are true to 
that past, we can face the future 
with hope and confidence.

‘Labor Trouble Suppressed’ 

According to non-Communist 
trade union leaders, the Com- 
munists in the unions they dom- 
inate are anxious to keep down 
any possible labor trouble so 
long as the present government 
continues to delay ratification 
of EDC. Although there is wide- 
spread dissatisfaction over wage 
levels, Communist leaders in the 
General Confederation of Work- 
ers are determined to suppress 
it. If, however, EDC should be 
ratified, they have their plans 
ready to cause as much trouble 
as possible. 

Part of the plan is an immedi- 
ate protest strike. Whether they 
could get away with sucha strike 
is doubtful since their leader- 
ship has been so weakened. Nev- 
ertheless they are prepared to 
exploit French fears of Germany 
which already divide party, class 
and even family. 

There can be no doubt that 
the French Communist party is 
in the midst of a violent up- 
heaval, Since last October 50 
public censures have been di- 
rected against regional groups 
for slowness in renewing mem- 
bership cards, insufficient ideo- 
logical study and violation of 
principles of organization. A re- 
markable letter appeared in a 
Socialist paper in which Com- 
munist workers declared that 
they had finally come to under- 
stand that there was no democ- 
racy in the Communist party 
and that it was in opposition to 
the liberty, equality and fra- 
ternity in which Frenchmen 
believe. 

This may seem to Americans 
a belated discovery. But it 
should be remembered that the 
Communist party once claimed 
nearly a million members, and 
high ranking Communists were 
put in Government office by 
Gen. Charles De Gaulle when he 
became premier at the end of 
the war. Russia’s contribution to 
the victory over the Germans 
made a proud impression in 
France, one evidence of which 
is seen in the squares and streets 
in every city named Stalingrad 
and Stalin. 

How far the party has actually 
declined cannot be known with 
accuracy but it has dwindled to 
a fraction of its former strength. 
Knowledgeable observers are 
convinced that this is the mo- 
ment in which a truly disruptive 
splitting movement could be car- 
ried out along the lines of the 
Titoist split with emphasis on 
national Communism independ- 
ent of any control from Moscow. 

But that would require some 
positive force and some impera- 
tive social changes on the part 
of the center and the right. And 
that force is not now apparent.

Gaines Gives Up 
Baseball Meet 


Chairmanship 


By John J. Archibald 

Froebel Gaines, who expects 
fo have a powerful Webster 
Groves diamond squad this sea- 
son, has resigned as chairman of 
the state baseball committee. He 
handled the job for four years, 
and did much to help the event 
reach the popularity it hag at- 
tained. From a total of 78 entries 
in 1950, the number grow to 141 
last year. Only 187 Missouri 
high schools had baseball teams 
that first year, but the total now 
is nearly 350. 

Gaines wrote a thesis on the 
state high school baseball pro- 
gram in Missouri and submitted 
it to the University of Colorado, 
as part of his work toward a 
master’s degree in physical edu- 
cation. This work has since 
been adopted as the official 
guide for operation of the state 
meet. 

In vacating the chairmanship, 
Gaines said he felt that he had 
contributed as much as he could 
toward the program, and that he 
believed others should have an 
opportunity to improve upon the 
set-up with whatever ideas they 
have. 

There has been no announce- 
ment regarding a new chairman 
from the state office. Also, no 
entry forms have been mailed 
out, although March 15 was be-
